Under  the  By-La  \vs.  as  soon  as  a  claim  shall  have  been  passed 
by  the  Executive  Committee,  there  must  be  paid  at  once  to  the 
beneficiary  at  least  one-half  the  total  amount  due  upon  the 
claim,  and  the  remainder  within  sixty  days.  To  enable  this  to
